Eggplant is one of the vege- 
tables that deserves more atten- 
tion from cooks. One of tho 
tricks that brings out the fine 
flavors and improves the tex- 
ture of the cooked vegetable is 
draining. Slice the eggplant, salt 
liberally then lay one slice on 
top of the other, cover with a 
plate and place a heavy weight 
on the plate so all of the dark, 
bitter juice is squeezed out. The 
eggplant may be cut into long 
strips, or cubes or the rounds 
dipped in beaten egg and fine, 
sifted dry bread crumbs and 
browned in butter or deep fat. 
Try serving rounds of fried egg- 
plant on slices of fried tomatoes. 
The combination of flavors is 
delicious. 

Hot dogs make a good break- 
fast or luncheon dish, if you cut 
them into crosswise slices and 
brown lightly in melted fat. Add 
six eggs beaten slightly and sea- 
soned with salt and pepper. Stir 
until set and serve on toasted 
rolls.
